NEW GLASGOW, N.S., Jan 23.—The Allan shafts, midway be- 
tween Stellarton and New Glasgow, were the scene at 5.45 o'clock 
Wednesday evening, of a terrific explosion, which it is now feared | 
may be one of the worst disasters in the coal mining industry of 
Nova Scotia, One hundred men were said to be in the mine. Eleven | 
of them eseaped from a higher level and, according to estimates at 
midnight, 89 men were entombed with but faint hope than any of 
them will,ever be rescued alive. Up to midnight eight bodies had 
been recovered. Most of them were singed by fire and some of them 
were severely mutilated.

From the nearby hfomes 
miners, women and children 
frantic haste to the mine head, mad 
with anxiety for the safety of hus- 
bands and fathers trapped below. The 
underground manager of the night 
shift was Robert Whinton, and he is 
among the missing. 

Of the men entombed, 66 belong to 
Stellarton, 13 to Westville and four 
to New Glasgow. 

The rest are Belgians, The Draegers 
worked in shifts and made heroic ef- 
forts to reach the imprisoned men, 
On the last trip before midnight five 
of the ten men of the crew went down 
without masks, indicating that the 
gas was not heavy. At that hour the 
men in the mine had practically aban- 
@oned hope that the men entombed 
below were alive, although some min- 
ers held out the possibility the men 
below might be able to walk up the 
1100-foot level to the 900-foot level, 
thence to 500-foot jJevel; but that is 
only a faint hope,

The explo- 
ion blew the boxes into the bottom 
of the shaft and for some time the 
cage did not get beyond the 900-foot 
level. It was after 9 o'clock before 
the bottom of the shaft was reached.

JA Roumania, Jan. 17.—(By 
the ciated Press.)—Take Jones- 
cu, one of the leading statesmen of 


Koumania, and vice-president of the 
council of ministers, whose resignation 
from the cabinet King Ferdinand re 
cently declined to accept, talked with 
the Associated Press today about the 
position of Roumania, 
What that country would expect as a 
condition of peace, 

As w the future 
mania, he declared, 
people would remain faithful to the 
EXntente Allies until the end, “what- 
ever that end mght be.” 

“Remember, if Russia makes peace 
ond we are forced to seek refuge 
from a foe Infinitely superior in 
strength of numbers, we have no 
Corfu like Serbia had when her sol- 
diers were forced to leave their na- 
tive soil, 

“The problem and _ sufferings of 
Roumania are little known in Amer- 
ica. We have been rather silent about 
them, as there ure many things about 
which we could not talk, We have 
borne the burden in silegice. In spite 
of all our misfortune, however, I am 
convinced that my country will con- 
Unue to fight until the end. We can 
follow only one course, and that is the 
path of honor. We are under a pledge 
to remain loval to the Entente Allies 
until the end. 

“But if a general peace should come 
the Roumanian nation cannot sup- 
pert a belicf that justice will be given 
to all others and not to herself. The 
union of Roumanian provinces now 
under the domination of Austria- 
RMungary—that nation so guilty for 
the provocation of the war—with a

In the bloody 
years that followed he played the man’s part, and attained the rank 
of major-general. 

It was as a schoolboy at Cooperstown, before he embarked on | 
his brilliant military career, that Abner Doubleday originated a ball 
game which soon became very popular among his fellows, and quick- 
ly spread to other towns and cities. In its first and simplest form the 
game consisted of hitting a ball and running to a stone, which 
served as a base, about fifty feet away. The players of the opposing 
side, eleven in number, were scattered about the fleld to catch the 
ball and throw it at the runne If the latter was hit by the pellet 
before he reached the base, he was out. After a time, to add to the 
interest of the game, three bases were used. The diamond form 
was not originated by Doubleday, however, but by another lad, Alex- 
ander Cartwright, who afterwards formed the first regular baseball 
club in New York, called the Knickerbockers, and took part in draft- 
ing the first set of rules to govern the game. The game at this time 
was not called baseball, but “Old Cat" and ‘Town Ball." It became 
“baseball when the Knickerbockers were organized.

Fletcher Reid 

Fletcher Reid, one of the most celebrated of the early patrons of 
boxing and himself a “gentleman” boxer of great ability, died at 
Shepperton, Surrey, England, on Jan 2 » 1807, just 111 years ago 
today. Reid was a native of Dundee, Scotland, and a man of wealth 
and good family, but devoted to hletics and gymnastics of all 
kinds, especially boxing. He was the friend and financier of many 
of the greatest pugilists of his day, and was the patron of Jem 
Belcher, the youngest champion in ring history. His end came sud- 
denly, for he had spent a jovial night with some friends, and re- 
tired early in the morning, his valet finding him dead in bed a few 
hours later, Reid was representative of the type of hard-fighting, 
hard-drinking, brave but rather dissolute Sportsmen of the England 
of the early nineteenth century and its predecessor, Much may be 
said against them, but they were of the breed that made Britain 
great and powerful. Reid fought many a hard and bloody bout with 
his gentlemen friends, and gloried in the marks of combat on his 
face and body. He was of a type of man that has almost vanished 
from the earth, but which will long be remembered.

Western Delegation at Ottawa 
Will Press Against Raise in 
Rates 


O.P.R. PROFITS SCORED 


Plan Followed by Britain and Un- 
ited States Will Be Example 
Argued 


Premier Stewart to the Bulle- 
tin Wednesday morning publicly 
declared himself in favor of the 
nationalization of railroads and 
the establishment of a board of 
control of all roads. Regarding 
the rate increase, the premier 
stated that he wanted to be very 
sure that the advance was a ne- 
cessary one and the Alberta goy- 
ernment had joined with Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan in pro- 
testing the increase. He believes, 
however, that the nationalization 
of the roads would definitely ad- 
just this problem. The premier 
further stated his firm belief that 
Canadian railways could be much 
more efficiently operated with 
government control of all roads 
than under the present system, 
Ollawa, Jan, 23,—Goyernment con- 

trol and operation of railways rather 
than nationalization will be urged 
upon the cabinet tomorrow by the 
delegation representing the provincial 
sovernments of the prairie provinces, 
the Winnipeg board of trade, and 
ether western bodies, who will be 
heard by the cabinet council in pro- 
test against the recent increase in 
freight and passenger rates authorized 
by the railway board. That is the 
Statement made by members of. the 
delegation headed by Preinier Norris 
of Manitoba who arrived from the 
west this morning. They say that the 
government should follow the plan 
edopted in Great Britain and the 
United States by taking over the rail- 
ways for a period, guaranteeing the 
stockholders profits equal to those re- 
ceived in recent years. The surplus 
earnings of the Canadian Pacific sys- 
tem, would, they claim, pay interest 
charges and leave a large sum over 
for the purchase of rolling stock and 
other equipment. 

In regard to the setting aside by the 
railway board of the agreement be- 
tween the Manitoba government and 
the Canadian Northern railway coun- 
sel for Manitoba will argue before the 
ministers tomorrow that as this agree- 
ment was confirmed by the Dominion 
parliament it was a joint matter that 
can be set aside only by legislation of 
the Dominion parliament.

GOVT. COMMISSION ASKS 


SPECIAL BOARD ADMINISTER 
PROPOSED COMPENSATION ACT 


Increases of 15 to 40 Per Cent. in Compensation for Injuries and the 
Doing Away of Litigation Some of the Chief Recommendations 
in the Report—Twenty Sittings Held and Over 165 Witnesses 
Examined—State Insurance Urged at Next Session of Legislature. 


Increases of 15 to 40 per cent. in compensation for work- 
men, less trouble in collection, quick action, doing away with 
all litigation, and the appointment of a board to administer the 
proposed act, are the chief recommendations in the report of 
the commission appointed last August to go into the matter of 


workmen’s compensation. 


The commission was composed of 


John T. Stirling, of the mines branch of the provincial govern- 
chairman; W. F, McNeill, Calgary, secretary of the Western 


Coal Operators Association, 


and 
president of the Alberta Federation of Labor. 


Alderman J. A. Kinney, 
The commis- 


sion held sittings in twenty different places and examined 165 
Witnesses, in their effort to arrive at an equitable conclusion. 


The witnesses included 


employers, 


employees, doctors, 


lawyers and insurance men, and the report submitted is a un- 
animous report of the three commissioners. 


The draft act as submitted to Pre- 
mier Stewart Wednesdiy morning re- 
commends what is commonly known 
as state insurance and the report in- 
cludes a recommendation that the 
legislation be brought in at the next 
session of the legislature. At the pre- 
sent time the employer carries his 
own insurance or insures in a liabil- 
ity company, but In the draft act the 
state board will carry the Insurance, 
to which each employer of labor will 
have to contribute. 

Appointed Board. 

The state board would be appointed 
by the Heutenant governor !n counell, 
according to the recommendation, and 
would be composed of three persons 
and would be the final court of appea’ 
in all cases. This would take all mat- 
ters of litigation entirely out of the 
ordinary courts, as the decision of the 
board would be final in every. in- 
stance. The board would decide as 
to the form of the assessment of the 
employers, whether in lump sum or 
percentage, and it is expected that 
with such a board administering the 
act, there would be no time lost from 


the time of the accident .o the ad- 
justment of the claim One of the 
chief difficulties under the old act 
Was the delay in adjustment -f claims 
and delay in collection of compensa- 
tions,

month will be made to the dcisabled 
workman or his dependents as the

providing for payment of immediate 
medica) aid. 

In the case of a fatal accident, the 
widow and dependents receive a de- 
finite stated sum spread out in the 
usual semi-monthly payments In 
general children are provided for till 
they are sixteen years of age, and in 
the case of a widow, her payments 
cease if she re-marries, but there is a 
sum in the form of a small dowry al- 
‘owed her 


The rate, bas2d on the hazard of 
the employment varies with each In- 
dustry. 


The whole administration lies with 
the board of three members as ap- 
pointed by the lleutenant governor in 
council, They decide on the rate, col- 
lect it, decide how the payment shall 
be made, and have the final say in 
every case. Quicker and more satis- 
factory results are expected if the act 
as submitted by the commission goes 
into effect. The act is drafted along 


much the same lines as that in oper- 
ation in Ontario and British Col- 
umblia
